Before then Freeman m u st de­ 
cide whether to set the He vel at 
the old rate of $3.06, at tLe cu r­ 
rent or netv rate of $3.22, or at a 
still higher rate. He has the au ­ 
thority to set it at from 715 to 90 
per cent of parity. It is consider­ 
ed u nlikely, however, that he will 
drop it b elow the cu rrent level of 
81 per cent of parity.

Image Reveals 
Indian Culture

CHICAGO (AP) - Although it 
resembles a baker's ginger-bread 
boy . to the ancient southwestern 
Pueblo Indians it was the holiest 
P> 
of holies—the creator of all things. 
The “ boy " is a stone image un­ 
covered recently in a desert dig­ 
ging in a remote area near the 
Little Colorado River. 
It was found during an ex pedi­ 
tion by the Chicago Natural His­ 
tory 
Museum 
and 
the 
National 
Science Foundation. 
Despite the my stery that sur­ 
rounds it, it may enable archae­ 
ologists to shine new light on the 
cultural and religious history of 
the early southwestern Indian. 
An Impo rtant Kind 
Dr. Paul S. Martin, chief cura­ 
tor of anthropology of the Chi-1 
cago museum, say s the effigy is 
one of the most important d is-: 
coveries he has unearthed in 32 
y ears of searching the deserts for 
Indian lore. 
Digging in the ancient ruins of 
a great kiva—a primitive church, 
the scientists uncovered the eight- 
inch stone image stored in a cry pt 
for six centuries. 
The specialists believe it was a 
god or a goddess, but its power 
was short-lived because the Pu­ 
eblo Indians lived in this particu­ 
lar 
pueblo 
only 
75 y ears 
after 
settling there in 1250 A.D. They 
probably 
left 
because 
of 
flash 
floods. 
Seek Answers to M\ sto ry 
Why they left their god secure­ 
ly hidden when they moved away 
is one of the questions the sci­ 
entists are seeking to answer. 
Discovery of the image was ac­ 
cidental 
It 
happened while

Martin and his men wore scrap­ 
ing the kiva floor for traces of 
pollen 
from 
vegetation 
that 
thrived during the ' good'' y ears 
the Indians lived there.

Battery Sewn 
Into Slow Heart 


WENATCHEE, Wash.

Jim Miller is an electrician 
trade and—not quite literally - 
work is in 
his heart. 
It wasn't 
Jim , but a 
team of 
surgeons 
at 
the 
University 
of 
Washington 
Hospital in Seattle, 
who equipped Miller's heart with 
battery power. 
A few months ago life was run­ 
ning out for Jim Miller. He had 
fainting 
spells, 
his 
vision 
was 
faulty , his feet were alway s cold. 
Doctors diagnosed Miller’s con­ 
dition as 
a heart block. Electrical 
conduction 
was 
insufficient 
to 
make the heart beat properly . In­ 
stead of the normal 60 to 8 0 per 
minute, his pulse rate was down 
to 24. 
Two tiny electrodes wero sown 
into Miller’s heart muscles in a 
rare and delicate operation. 
Much as Miller himself had in­ 
stalled 
doorbells, 
the 
surgeons 
strung wire through his body to a 
battery —a power pack that 
will 
operate about five y ears before a 
replacement 
Ls necessary . 
This, too, Ls inside the body —a 
package about the size of a king- 
sized pack of cigarettes. It rests 
just under the skin, sending im ­ 
pulses 
to 
Miller’s 
heart 
at 
the 
rate of 60 per minute. 
Before he left the hospital the 
doctors put Miller on a ■ treadrpill 
as a final test. He walked with 
steady step and steady heart. 
His 
battery -encouraged 
heart 
pumps blood to all parts of the 
body at a 
steady 60 beats per 
minute; 
he faints no more, his 
vision is ex cellent. 
And his feet are warm.

Those who do g ood deeds in this world 
do more than g ood deeds. Above and be­ 
yond w hat they do throug h service to man­ 
kind is the contribution they make, w itting ­ 
ly or not, by inspiring and encourag ing 
others. 
This is broug ht to mind by thoug hts of 
the late Dr. Torn Dooley, who lived a full 
and eminently useful life thoug h he was 
only 34 at the time of his death. Dr. Dooley 
was one who did much for his fellow men. 
And Dr. Dooley is one whose deeds and 
words have enormously heartened many 
others who see men as something more 
than a mere chemical entity responding to 
the stimuli of an indifferent universe. 
The spirit was the thing . 
Dr. Dooley 
was a competent physician; he had the 
org anizational talent required to establish 
and maintain and increase a network of 
healing missions in parts of the world re­ 
mote from the land that nurtured him. But 
it was the unquenchable zest and passion 
of this man’s spirit that truly set him apart 
and enabled him to do so much in such 
a brief span of years. 
It is this spirit, and Dr. Dooley’s ex ample 
of devotion to the task of healing , that 
catch the imag ination and lift the heart. 
For here was more than merely a man de­ 
termined to serve his fellow human being s. 
He was lifted up. also, by an abiding sense 
of

for

ex pressed 
throug h men. 
Little more than a month before his 
death. 
Dr. 
Dooley 
wrote 
to

friend, 
“ thoug h I lack a certain buoyancy in my 
bones just now, I lack none in my spirit.”

BOOM IN NEW STOCKS 
Anyone who thinks the recession has 
placed a damper on the venturesome should 
consider the phenomenal number of new 
companies spring ing up on local stock ex ­ 
chang es. A Midwestern metropolitan area, 
for instance, reports that three times as 
many new 
org anizations soug ht venture 
capital in 19 6 0 as in the previous year. 
This small-eompany boom has ex tended 
into 19 6 1, with the trading in local stocks 
reaching almost a fever pitch. Shares in 
companies whose assets are hazily defined, 
and whose manag ement is not well known, 
nevertheless trade in g reat volume. Brok­ 
ers make these reports with ambivalent 
feeling s, happy over their commissions but 
Apprehensive over inflated interest among 
investors. 
It is a safe b et that not all of these new 
enterprises will b e around ten or even five 
years from now. Fing ers are bound to g et 
b urned. But everyone investing hopes that 
he has picked 
the ultimate survivor. 
The financial community, realizing the 
need for a steady supply of venture capital, 
hope that 
investor disappointment, when 
and if it comes, will not turn the present 
feast into a famine. As for the effect any 
severe losses suffered in this new boom 
mig ht have on the g eneral economy, hig h 
marg in requirements act as a fortunate 
buffer. 
In other words, whatever losses 
are sustained by the unlucky, at least most 
of it will not be borrowed money but will 
have had to come from saving s.

A fter Cam p David, the relations b etw een the 
United S tates and Soviet Russia deteriorated, 
i This was largely due to troub les within the Soviet 
! Universal S tate in which the voice of Red China 
j rose to a challenging roar. Mao T ze-tung pub - 
! liclv announced his antagonism to Khrushchev s 
revisionism — that is. his retreat from the Lenin­ 
ist concept that capitalism m ust b e destroyed b y 
wai and that the United States m ust b e the prin­ 
cipal and im m ediate target. 
Khrushchev insisted that Com m unist success 
could tv achieved b > various ingenuities w ithout 
war. His doctrine m ay he describ ed as •‘Let you 
and him fight." Thus. Soviet Russia took w ha t­ 
ever advantage it could of the Am erican economy 
on the Gold M arket: it organized the Cub an Revo­ 
lution and attem pted to estab lish a pro-C astro 
propaganda in every Latin-A m erican country and 
created disturb ances in Japan. 
K hrushchev 
made 
two 
salient 
errors: 
He 
violated decent m anners a? the Paris Sum m it 
Conference and sorely offended the people of the 
U nited S tates b y his violent attack s upon Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower and b y tho b oorishness of his 
conduct in tb r United Nations. 
The 
Kennedy 
Adm inistration 
has 
m ade 
a 
variety of statem en ts on the Russian Situation. 
In his Inaugural Address, President K ennedy said: 
" . . . t o those nations who would m ake them ­ 
selves our advcrsarv. we offer not a pledge b ut 
a req uest: that b oth sides b egin anew the q uest 
for peace, b efote the dark powers of destruction 
unleashed 
b y 
science 
engulf 
all 
hum anity 
in 
planned or accidental self-destruction. 
“We dare not 
tempt 
them with w eakness 
For only when our aim s are sufficient b eyond 
doub t can we b e certain b eyond doub t that they 
will nev er he < mployed.” 
Adlai Stevenson., A m b assador to the United 
Nations, said: 
"I 
would 
hope 
very much 
that 
we could 
achieve peacctul relations and restore harm ony 
and security to the world, and that, of course, 
would include China. 
"This is not an ex pression of policy or details 
as to how that is to he achieved It is an ex pres­ 
sion of general hope. O ur mission here is the 
peace and security of the world and China is a 
large part of the world.” 
P ierre Salinger, the President's prpss secre­ 
tary. said: 
"Mr. Stevenson's ex pressing his own personal 
views. * 
The President, in his S tate of the Union Ad­ 
dress. said: 
"O ur gieatest challenge is still 
th e world that 
lies b eyond th e cold w ar 
b ut the fiist great 
ob stacle is still our relations with 
the Soviet 
Union .and Com munist China. We m ust never b e 
lulled into b elieving tha t either power has yield­ 
ed its am b itions for world dom ination — am b i­ 
tions which they forcefully restated only a short 
time ago. On the contrary, our task is to convince 
them that aggression and sub version will not b e 
profitab le routes to pursue those ends. . . 
There can b e little q uestion hut that K hrush­ 
chev has suffered too m any defeats in policy for 
his own safety. He has failed in b ringing ab out

w idespread Com m unist 
Revolution 
in 
Latin 
America C astro was popular for an historic m o­ 
m ent, b ut his popularity waned outside of Cub a 
and w ithin Cub a there are too m any dissenting 
factions. As for the A lrican situation, the K re m ­ 
lin-supported 
puppet, Lum um b a, 
h a s 
not b een 
ab le to estab lish himself and the political union 
of Ghana. Guinea, Mali has not developed any 
real strength. 
In Asia, Mao T /p-tung is acting as indepen­ 
dently as the circum stances of b eing part of the 
Soviet Universal S ta te will perm it. lie has. how­ 
ever. not b een ab le, b ecause of the failure of the 
food crop and the Commune, to push out to the 
Chien Luni^line which has hern the Chinese C om ­ 
m unist program since they seized power. 
The election of a new President in the LTnited 
S tairs, a D em ocrat who has b rought m any b ack 
into pub lic life who had disappeared during the 
Eisenhower 
Presidency, encourages K hrushchev 
to b elieve that the United S tates may resum e a 
soft 
policy tow ard Soviet Russia. In tern ation al 
politics played on the personal level of Soviet 
diplom acy is a. m a tte r of give and take. No high 
principles aie involved in tactics; the strategy of 
Soviet Russia is ,pctm anently fix ed upon the goal 
of world conq uest. 
This then is w hat faces the President. He can 
b ecome soft in the hope of ending the ('old W ar 
or he can adopt a w ait and look-see policy. If 
Khrushchev, however, comes to the United S tate s 
in M arch or April to atten d the United Nations, 
it will b e impossib le for Kennedy to refuse to 
see him if an interview is req uested.

BABSON PA R K , Mass.,— F irst 
a w ord regarding the purchase 
of life insurance. This should b e 
a m ust for every young person. 
It should b e first in one’s finan­ 
cial program b efore thinking of 
real estate, stocks, or b onds. 
Personally I prefer the simple 
"twenty-|>aym ent 
life” 
w ithout 
any endow m ent or other fringes. 
Get this first. A fter you are m a r ­ 
ried you can get life insurance 
to pay the m ortgage on your 
house, or to put your children 
through college, or to travel in 
the U. S. or ab road. An endow ­ 
ment policy m ay b e a good way 
to savp money for one who has 
no patience or self-control, b ut 
I would rathe r invest some other 
way. 
I also b elieve in b usiness in­ 
surance and "estate planning,” 
in which my friend Mr. McMil­ 
lan of Memphis, Tenn. has spe­ 
cialized. This is a newer form 
which applies chiefly to those in 
active 
b usiness 
whose 
estates 
would Ik' severely tax ed at tim e 
of death. It also shows how b y 
use of trusts, gifts to m em b ers 
of one’s family and to charities, 
such tax es can b e greatly re ­ 
duced. 
Buying Life Insurance Stocks 
B ut this week I w ant to w rite 
ab out b uying the stocks of life 
insurance companies. These us­ 
ually do not yield much income. 
T heir 
cash dividends 
are very 
small 
and 
they sell 
at 
high 
prices The reason is that a grow-, 
ing life insurance cq m pany must 
continually 
"plow 
b ack” 
more 
money for the req uired legal re­ 
serve. 
You know that life insur­ 
ance 
com panies are carefully 
audited 
b y 
the 
governm ent 
which is another reason for b uy­ 
ing them. 
To offset the small cash divi­ 
dends, the com panies pay gen­ 
erous stock dividends. Some pay 
such stock dividends every year; 
while 
other 
companies 
give 
a 
large 5 per cent or more dividend 
every five years. These stock div­ 
idends are nontax ab le until you 
sell 
the 
stock 
received 
there­ 
from. As a rule, life insurance 
! stocks are b ought only b y rich 


people; hut in m any cases this 
is one reason these people are 
rich! My appeal this week is that 
small investors b uy good life in­ 
surance 
stocks 
now, 
although 
most b ankers and. b rokers will 
always claim tha t such stocks 
are "too high"! 
Life Insurance Slocks 
One of the planks in President 
Kennedy’s platform was to help 
the aged b y free medical care and 
in 
other 
ways. 
The 
American 
Medical 
Association 
and 
the 
American Dental Association, com­ 
posed of some 275,000 doctors and 
dentists, are fighting this program. 
Heretofore, most of the life com­ 
panies have refused to insure peo­ 
ple over 65 years of age; b ut if the 
Kennedy 
legislation 
passes, 
they 
may insure persons 7? years of 
age or perhaps older. Not only do 
the "oldsters" favor this legisla­ 
tion. b ut also the children of the 
aged who are t’ r 
relieved of pro­ 
viding proper medical arvd dental 
care for their parents. Hence, I 
forecast 
that 
President 
Kennedy 
will succeed in getting this legisla­ 
tion passed. 
.Medical Plans Compared 
The Eisenhower Plan was to pro­ 
vide Federal funds to match Stale 
funds for medical aid. The AM A 
and ADA were willing to approve 
this, apparently on the assumption 
that most states would b e niggard­ 
ly 
in 
their 
appropriations.^ The 
Kennedy plan is to have the move­ 
ment purely a Federal affair, ty­ 
ing it to the Social Security pro- 
gram. It would prob ab ly mean a 
of one per cent b oost in the So­ 
cial Security Tax , to b e paid as 
now—jointly b y employer and em ­ 
ployee. 
Either of these two plans should 
b e most b eneficial to the life in­ 
surance companies, which are in­ 
terested in one thing, namely in in­ 
creasing the health and length of 
life 
of 
the 
American 
people. 
Wherever the money may come 
from, every doctor and dentist, 
every drug m anufacturer and drug­ 
gist—and all devoted children—are 
interested in helping older people 
and their friends. In fact, there is 
no group of companies ex cept the

NEW YORK — Prospects for 
longer life fo* our senior citizens 
depend mainly on greater control 
of the degenerative diseases, ac­ 
cording to statisticians of the 
M etropolitan 
Life 
Insurance 
Company . 
Since 1929-31, the ex pectation 
of life at age 60 has increased 
one y ear among white men and 
about three y ears among white 
women. 
Reasons Are Cited 
These increases, the statistic­ 
ians point out, are due largely to 
decreases in m ortality from the 
infectious 
diseases 
— 
notably 
tuberculosis and 
pneumonia — 
and accidents. As for the future, 
they report that even a 30 per 
cent decrease in m ortality from 
pneum onia would add only two- 
tenths of a y ear to the ex pecta­ 
tion of life at the older ages, and 
a sim ilar decrease in accident 
m ortality would add only one to 
two tenths of 
a y ear. 
Because of the m agnitude of 
their death rates, the degenera­ 
tive diseases offer the greatest 
potential source for increases in 
the ex pectation of life 
at the 
older ages. 
For ex ample, a 10 per cent 
reduction in m ortality from dis­ 
eases of the heart, arteries and 
k idney s would add about two- 
thirds of a y ear to the average 
rem aining lifetime of people in 
their 60’s. A 20 per cent decrease 
would add about one and a third 
y ears, and a 50 per cent decrease 
would add over four y ears. 
Cancer 
rank s 
second 
as 
a 


cause of death at the older ages, 
but its greater control would have 
less effect on average rem aining 
lifetim e. A 20 per cent reduc­ 
tion in cancer deaths would add 
less than a third of a >ear to the 
ex pectation of life at age 60; a 
50 per cent reduction would add 
eight-tenths of a y ear. 
Reductions of 10 to 20 per cent 
in total m ortality have been con­ 
sidered by some to be within 
reach in the decades im m ediately 
ahead; decreases of 30 per cent 
represent goals which may be 
attained only by future genera­ 
tions. 
Would Effect Gain 
It is significant to note, how­ 
ever, that a 50 per cent reduc­ 
tion in m ortality from all the 
lesser im portant causes of death 
— that is, all causes other than 
cancer and the diseases of the 
heart, 
arteries 
and 
k idney s— 
would effect a gain in longevity 
for men equal to the total im­ 
provem ent 
actually 
recorded 
between 1929-31 and 1958. Such 
a reduction is within the realm 
of possibility . 
“The future is necessarily a 
m atter for conjecture, but there 
is every reason to believe that 
further gains in longevity are 
in prospect at the older ages." 
the 
statisticians 
conclude. 
“In 
the future, as in the past, the 
changes are lik ely to occur in 
spurts as progress is m ade first 
against one 
disease and 
then 
against another. Thus, further 
gains will probably be the result 
of decreases in vary ing degree 
1 from m any causes of death."
